Boston, Mass., Oct. 21.—[{Special.}—Bos- 
ton’s Commercial club was informed tonight 
that Chicago wants and will have at any cost 
the electrificatiun of its railroad terminals. 

The man who made this statement was 
Charles D. Norton, a citizen of Chicago and 
now assistant secretary of the treasury at 
Washington. Mr. Norton's assertion was 
backed up by D. H. Burnham, the Chicago 


movers in the “ plan of Chicago.” 
Mr. Norton and Mr. Burnham were in- 
vited to address the club on behalf of the 
Boston 1918 movement in order that the 
men who are promoting that plan for civic 
betterment might have an opportunity to 
know just what Boston’s western sister has 
done and plans to do along the same line. 
Electrification Serious to Roads. 

“Chicago wants and will have electrifica- 
tion of railroad terminals,“ he sad. But 
to electrify terminals in Chicago is a serious 
business for the railroads. It isa different 
proposition from New York, because 40 per 
cent of the downtown area of Chicago is cov- 
ered by railroad tracks. The city itselfisa 
huge freight terminal. Chicago recognizes 
this fact. 

Time will be saved by the city and money 
willbe saved by the railroads if this question 
of electrification can be discussed and decided 
in a spirit of fairness. It would be unfortu- 
nate for the city and the railroads alike if the 
ruinous tactics of the track elevation fight 
and the traction fight were to be repeated. 

At has been said, there never was a Dec. 
Ast during those fights when the corpora- 
tions would not gladly have accepted offers 
from the city which they had refused on the 
Jan. lst preceding. It should be agreed by 
all parties that electrification must and will 
be provided, and then in a spirit of fairness 
the time and the terms should be amicably 
settled.“ 

Mr. Norton passed to the great plans for 
beautifying Chicago. : 

Taxpayers Most Interested. 
When the second city of this country, the 
most typical American city we have, gives 
serious consideration to a plan which, if 
adopted, would make Chicago rival Paris in 
the beauty and order of its arrangement, it 
is a matter of concern to taxpayers—for mag- 
nificence costs money. 

“The annual expenses of the city of Chi- 
cago are about $45,000,000. A 20 per cent 
saving will yield $9,000,000 a year; Baron 
Hausemann's great Plan of Paris’ cost less 
than that. To carry that plan through cost 
$7,500,000 a year for thirty-five years. Aside 
from the daily enhancement of the joy of 
living which has come to the people of Paris 
because of the charm of their. city, there is 
a homely business side to this matter. Mr. 
Stoddard Dewey, in an article inthe Atlantic 
Monthly, estimated that in 1907 $500,000,000 
was taken into France by travelers and ex- 
pended in hotels, theaters, amusements, and 
purchases. The profit on that tourist buei- 
ness practically repays to France the entire 
cost of the ‘ Plan of Paris’ every year. 

In the last twenty-five years Chicago, 
poverty stricken, growing Chicago, bound 
hand and foot by a village charter, has actu- 
ally expended, out of revenues, $225,000,000 
for just the kind of public improvements 
that its own ‘plan’ recommends. Forty 
per cent of it was wasted, not by graft—I am 
not going into that question—but wasted be- 
cause it was not spent along lines of perma- 
nence. 


Economy Will Pay for Beauty. 

Wise direction of city expenditures along 
permanent lines of economy and efficiency 
will provide a sufficient margin to embellish 
that wonderful city, beloved by every man 
who ever lived there and came under the 
abiding spell of her indomitable spirit. 
“Chicago is growing more rapidly and 
prospering more than ever before. The idea 
that great civic betterments are imminent 
is stirring the imagination and the hope of 
the best of ourmenand women. Thepresent 
city administration has done much to in- 
epire confidence. The present city controller, 
Walter H. Wilson, by devoted and effective 
public service, has placed the city’s credit on 
a better basis than at any time since the 
great fire of 71. 
“Remember that under our charter we 
cannot borrow as modern cities have bor- 
rowed. The report on municipal revenues 
shows our bonded debt to be $25 per capita, 
against $154 per capita for Boston. 


Improve Twelfth Street First. 
“The logical first step to take is fortu- 
nately the cheapest of all the great improve- 
ments contemplated. Twelfth street should 
be widened immediately from Michigan ave- 
nue westward as far as funds will permit. 
This will relieve instantly the pressure on 
downtown streets, just as the partial widen- 
ing of Michigan avenue has done. 

There also are good political reasons for 
making the Twelfth street improvement the 
first step. That street pierces the dense west 
side population. If those Italian voters who

Italian Filled with Buckshot 
After Eseaping First Time. 


ANOTHER FAMILY IN FEAR. 


Armed Guard Over Lyons Man from 
Whom $2,000 Was Demanded.

Two “black hand“ cases, one in Chicago 
and the other in the outskirts of the city, oc- 
cupled the attention of the police last night. 
Salvatore Pinello, a railroad laborer, was 
shot as he was walking along Oak street be- 
tween Milton avenue and Townsend street, 
by Salvatore and Stefano Uttida, two broth- 
ers, who followed him from Streator, III. 
The men who did the shooting are alleged to 
be members of the black hand,“ and had 
been unsuccessful in obtaining money from 
Pinello. The wounds were inflicted with a 
shotgun, and he was peppered from his feet 
to his head. At the Passavant hospital early 
this morning, however, it was said he might 
recover, 


Shot Before in Streator. 


Pinello came to this country about a year 
ago, leaving a wife and two children in Italy. 
He went to Streator and was employed by 
the Santa Fé railroad. He had not been in 
the town long before he alleges the Uttida 
brothers commenced to write him intimida- 
ting letters demanding money. These he 
turned over to the police. The Uttida broth- 
ers, it is said, waylaid him in a lonely place 
and shot him. Pinello was confined in a 
hospital for over a month. 

Two months ago, when he came out of the 
hospital, the Uttida brothers resumed the 
correspondence and at last Pinello became 
desperate and threatened to expose them 
unless they let him alone. This so ‘enraged 
the men that they made several attempts to 
attack Pinello and then he decided to leave 
Streator. 

Pinello boarded the train yesterday morn- 
ing to come to Chicago. The brothers were 
on the same train. When he arrived here 
Pinello eluded them during the day, but they 
traced him and waylaid him as he was going 
to @ room he had rented on Oak street. 


_ Witnesses Refuse to Talk. 

As he was about to crose the alley one of 
the men drew a gun from under his overcoat 
and shot three times. The brothers were 
only twenty-five feet away from Pinello. 
The shooting was heard by Italian residents 
and in a few minutes the street was crowded. 
A patrol wagon filled with policemen was 
hurried to the scene. 

When the policemen arrived Pinello was 
lying face downward and unconscious. They 
were unable to obtain any information from 
any of the Italians, although it is said that 
many saw the shooting. At the hospital it 
was learned that the shooting was the result 
of a dlack hand” feud. 

Pinello told the detectives about the receipt 
of the threaténing letters and of the prior 
attempted assassination. 
Detectives were detailed to watch all out- 
going trains. Telegrams were sent to the 
Streator police to look out for them if they 
should return there.

No one appeared, having 
probably been apprised of the close prox- 
imity of danger.

STINGY WITH WIFE, SHE SAYS 


Declares Spouse with Cash and Prop- 
erty Called Her a Beggar. 


Does Dr. Charles D. O’Callaghan, who for- 
merly resided at 692 Leland avenue, deserve 
a front place in the ranks of mean men? 
His wife regards him as entitled to a medal 
for some such position, but the courts will 
have to decide the matter. 

The physician was made the object of a 
suit for separate maintenance yesterday. 
The suit was filed in the Circuit court by 
Irene C. O’Callaghan through her lawyers, 
O’Donnell & O’Donnell. The doctor is said 
to be wealthy, but he forced numerous inter- 
esting economies on his spouse, if her speci- 
fications are well founded. 

The bill states that Dr. and Mrs. O’Cal- 
laghan were married on June 30, 1908, and 
that they separated last August. 


Recites His Eccentricities. 

Here are the allegations on which Mrs. 
O’ Callaghan founds her charge that heis not 
open handed or liberal in his domestic appro- 
priations. She says that: 

He took the electric light bulbs from the 
chandeliers when he went out evenings, because 
he said she used too much light. 

She was forced to spend her evenings in dark- 
ness until she found the lamps hidden in the 
icebox one day. 

He allowed her 26 cents a day, with sometimes 
a half dollar, and on rare occasions even « 
whole dollar. 

He declared he could live on 25 cents a day, 
and urged her to keep her expenditures within 
that sum. 

He made it necessary for her to obtain credit 
at grocery stores, and then would refuse to pay 
the bills, calling a $2 account extravagance, 

He wanted her to go to work and to help pay 
the household expenses, although his own in- 
come was $300 4 month.

The discovery yesterday of an alleged plot 
to kill Thomas Knotts, mayor of Gary, is 
the latest sensational development in the 
three cornered municipal political fight in 
the steel city, in which blood already has 
been shed on a half dozen different occasions. 

According to Chief of Police Joseph D. 
Martin, the plot against the mayor was 
hatched among the 800 foreigners who live in 
what are called the company houses of 
the United States Steel corporation. I was 
told of the conspiracy against the mayor by 
‘@ Montenegrin named ~ Nickelich.”’ the 
chief said last evening, and immediately 
sent him warning. I have not been able to 
learn the identity of the plotters except that 
several Austrians who were overheard in 
conversation are concerned in the affair.” 

Gary citizens were further terrorized over 
a murder which many declare resulted di- 
rectly from the intenge political feeling. An 
Austrian named Roda Bezic was found dead 
in some bushes at Fifth avenue and Rhode 
Island street. His face was gashed and 
bruised and a brick covered with blood was 
found near the body. This is the second 
murder in the town since Saturday, and 
many citizens declared that they were going 
armed for the first time since the sand hills 
were transformed into a city.

Charge Juggiery in Affairs of Institu- 
tion Which Failed. 


Tulsa, Okla., Oct. 21.—[Special. I—Charging 
that politics has played too big a part in 
the failure of the Columbia Bank and Trust 
company of Oklahoma City; and that there 
had been jugglery of that bank's affairs for 
political play, the east section of the Okla- 
homa State Bankers’ association, with but 
one dissenting vote, today démanded radical 
changes in the state banking laws. 

They want the laws amended in four re- 
spects: 

First—Demanding that the state banking 
board be abolished and the management and 
control of the guarantee fund be in the hands 
of the bank commission. 

Second—That the guarantee fund be rede- 
posited with the banks from which it origi- 
nated without interest. 

Third—That the staie and not the banks 
bear the expense of maintaining and operat- 
ing the guarantee fund. 

Fourth—That any state bank liquidating 
shall take over as an asset 90 per cent of 
the guarantee fund contributed by the said 
bank. 

There were seventy-five bankers present, 
representing some of the largest banks in 
the state. 

During the discussion that preceded the 
adoption of the resolutions some of the bank- 
ers denounced the workings of the guarantee 
de law as exemplified in the failure of 
the oma City bank. Many of the bank- 
ers favored the abolition of the guarantee

Throngh Lawyer Says He Plans to

The Rev. Robert Morris Kemp, former rec- 
tor of St. Chrysostom’s Episeopal church, 
will be“ placed on trial early next week to 
answer charges made by choir boys, sons of 
prominent families on the north side. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Short said yes- 
terday that the case would be put on the 
call Monday morning before Judge Scanlan 
and that a hearing would probably be set 
for Tuesday or Wednesday. 

Kemp returned to Chicago last Sunday 
at the suggestion of State’s Attorney Way- 
man. When the preacher was released on 
bonds following an indictment he left Chi- 
cago with the understanding that he would 
eome back when needed. A week ago the 
prosecutor determined the case should have 
an early hearing. 


Plans to Re-enter Ministry. 

Kemp is in seclusion at the home of a friend. 
He issued a statement through his attorney, 
in which he declared that he was ready for 
trial and had no fear of the outcome. He 
asserts that witnesses will disprove all 
charges against him and that he will be abso- 
lutely vindicated. At the conclusion of the 
trial he expects to again enter the ministry 
actively, but does not intimate that he has 
a large enough circle of friends to open the 
pulpit of St. Chrysostom’s again. 

Attorney John H. S. Lee, who will represent 
Kemp, said last night: 

J have asked the assistant state’s attor- 
ney to provide me with a list of the wit- 
nesses to be called. As soon as that list is 
in our hands we will be ready for trial. 


Claims to Have New Evidence. 

‘‘ Information is in our hands of startling 
import and which will surprise those inter- 
ested in the case. It is counted upon to clear 
Mr. Kemp from all the accusations made 


against him. 

“TI am morally certain that he is innocent, 
and he is sure that no jury will find him 
guilty. We are anxious to have the trial set 
ai an early date.”’ 


U. S. SENATOR JOHNSON DIES 
IN A HOTEL AT FARGO, N. D. 


Sudden Death Leaves Successor to Be 
Appointed by Democratic Governor— 
Victim of Acute Bright’s Disease. 


Fargo, N. D., Oct, 21.—United States Sen- 
ator Martin N. Johnson of this state dled 
from an attack of acute Bright's disease at 
his hotel in this city tonight. A week ago he 
submitted to an operation for a nasal trouble 
and was believed to be doing well. He had 
complained during the last two days, but re- 
ports today were reassuring. He was sud- 
denly attacked, gradually gréw worse, and 
died without warning. 

His wife and his brother, a resident of this 
city, were present when he died. The body: 
will be taken to his home at Pottersburg, 
Nelson county, for burial. 

Senator Johnson's death leaves a vacancy 
to be filled by appointment by Gov. Burke, a 
Democrat. 

Senator Johnson was 50 years old. He was 
born.on a farm in Racine county, Wis., and 
was a son of the Rev. Nelson Johnson, a 
native of Norway. 

Senator Johnson was a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and came to this state 
in 1882, devoting his attention to farming. 

In 1880 he was a candidate for United 
States senator and tied the party vote in 
caucus, but was defeated in the joint seasion. 
In 1890 he was sent to congress and was three 
times nominated by acclamation.

DR. COOK POINTS PROUDLY 
TO RASMUSSEN STATEMENT. 


Explorer Declares Captain’s Expression 
of Confidence Is Valuable in Backing 
Claim That He Found Pole. 


Toledo., O., Oct. 21.—That the statement of 
Capt. Knud Rasmussen is a valuable aid to 
the establishment of proof of his discovery 
of the north pole, was, in substance, Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook’s comment here today. 

Rasmussen's statement is to the effect that 
Dr. Cook s claim is fully borne out by the 
information which the Danish explorer se- 
cured among the Eskimos. 

Dr. Cook read the statement for the first 
time today when he stopped:in Toledo be- 
tween trains on his way from Ann Arbor to 
Canton. He said that Ragsmussen’s opinion 
is particularly valuable because he is half 
Eskimo himself, speaks the Eskimo language 
perfectly, thoroughly understands the people, 
and is better able to secure correct informe- 
tion from them than any other scientist or 
explorer. 

Dr. Cook also pointed out the disinterested 
character of the statement. 

“It is that of a man who had no occasion 
to defend me,“ he said. ‘‘ He is not particu- 
larly a friend of mine and had no relation to 
our expedition. I first met him at North Star 
in 1907. He gathered his information from 
the Eskimos before he heard from me that 
I had discevered the north pole. I saw him 
at Eggesdeminde early in August last for a 
few minutes. Then I first told him of the 
discovery, although he may have heard of it 
previously from the Danes."’

SLAIN IN WAGON; 
HORSE GOES ON 


Milk Dealer’s Throat Is Cut 
‘While on His Route from 
Summit to Lyons. 


| 
$270 Found in Mitten; Mystery 


Whether It’s Case of Sui- 
cide or Murder. 


Midway between Lyons and Summit, west 
of Chicago, August Brockmeyer, owner of a 
large milk dairy at Joliet and Christy ave- 
nues, Summit, was killed at about 6 o'clock 
yesterday morning in a milk wagon he was 


driving. 

The horse, heedlese of the tragedy which 
had been enacted in the wagon, continued 
on its way to Lyons, where it made the first 
stop as usual and waited for the man inside 
to deliver the days supply. The animal 
stood for an hour, impatient at the unusual 
delay, and then the dead body of the driver 
was discovered by Henry Kohl, in front of 
whose home the wagon was standing. 

- Brockmeyer was killed with a large butch- 
er knife with a ragged edge, found in the 
bottom of the wagon. His throat was cut 
from ear to ear. 

A coroner's jury was impaneled, but the 
inquest was postponed until Oct. 28, be- 
cause of lack of evidence. Coroner’s Physi- 
clan Springer said that the position of the 
man’s body in the wagon would indicate sul- 
cide. ) 7 
Was Known as a Miser. 

Relatives and lice officials of Lyons, 
however, declare it would be impossible for 
Brockmeyer to inflict such a terrible injury 
on himself. 

Brockmeyer was known around Lyons and 
Riverside as a miser. He jis said to have 
displayed rolls of bills aggregating $15,000. 
at different times. It was his constant boast 
that he could buy out this or that neighbor 
and not feel the expenditure. No money 
was in the house. 

In the milk wagon, ‘however, was found 
$270 in gold hidden in an old mitten in a box 
in the front part of the wagon. In his 
pockets was found a roll of bills amounting 
to $81. 

The dead man's brother, Bernard Brock- 
meyer, and Harry Hasman, a “ hired man,“ 
were arrested, but later released. Both told 
the same story of what took place at the 
house the morning of the tragedy. 


Brother and Servant Rearrested. 


Detectives Sharp and Trafton of the Chi- 
0 detective bureau went to Lyons late 
ja night and rearrested Bernard Brock 
meyer and Hasman. kmeyer’s actions, 
according to the detectives, were either those 
of a man insane from grief or of one har- 
rassed by the knowledge of a crime. He kept 


killed anybody. 

“Mr. Brockmeyer left the house at 5:30 
o’clock to deliver milk at Lyons and River- 
side, said Hasman. That was the [ist I 
saw of him alive. For some time he had 
been suspicious about people prowling 
‘around the house at night time. Last night 
he got up four or five times and looked out 
the windows. The night before he was up 
most of the night. 

“For the last three or four nights the dogs 
have been noisy during the night. Yester- 
day morning a strange man came to the 
house and asked for a job. He did not look 
like a man who had ever done hard work. 
I sent him to August, and [ don’t know what 
he said to him.“ 


$270 Was Taken from House. 
“ August told me that if anything hap- | 
pened to him that I would find $270 in gold 
in a mitten hidden in a corner near the 
chimney,” said the brother. “When I 
heard that he was dead I went and looked, 
but the mitten was not there.“ 
Brockmeyer was a bachelor, 48 years old, 
and had lived near Lyons for over twenty 
years. He had a love affair about three 
years ago, but the girl jilted him and mar- 
ried another.

PRESIDENT SEES TAFT, TEX.; 
PRAISE IS GIVEN TO FARMERS. 


Chief Executive Spends Part of Day in 
Viewing Practical Side of, Ranch—Is 
Badly Beaten at Golf. 


Gregory, Texas, Oct. 21.—President Taft 
hed his education as a ranchman further 


practical side of things. Starting from La 
Quinta at 8 o’clock the president motored 
over to Taft, eleven miles away, to visit the 
town.

And, barring the Wavy.ensemmle of a 
few attacks, the whole first movement was 
deserving of appreciative comment. 
With the second section began the serious 
business of the evening. Mise ‘Duncan ap- 
peared in a further improvement on her last 
year’s artistic costume, It had been planed 
down considerably. The background was a 
dull blue, or green, or purple, and the same 
colored lights gave the center of the stage a 
faraway atmosphere. On this field of colors 
soportfic appeared the suggestion of draperies 
rampant.

While there was no apparent relation be- 
tween the tone qualities of the orchestral in- 
struments and the motions that evolved one 
from the other in the Vedderesque twilight, 
it was a soothing performance to watch. 
There were many poses that seemed to be 
suggested by the spirit of the music, though 
to confess the entire truth, the why ot it 
was not clear throughout. 
With the buoyant scherto it was another 
matter. It became a sort of mild Baechie 
frenzy, with many elaborations of the stage 
directions handed down from Composer 
Beethoven. It was easy to see than the aban- 
don of the scherzo proper was more intense 
than the comparative reticence of the trio. 
The slow, wavy gesticulations of the latter 
formed a beautiful contrast to the flamboyant 
verve of the former. and Mr. Damrosth had 
little difficulty in finding the same suggestion 
All this was mild in degree. however. when 
compared to the orgy let loose in the finale. 
Many things happened to the score in the 
course of this translation. After seeing 
Miss Duncan glance over her shoulder time 
and again, some of the audience glanced 
too. There was nothing there, unless Bee- 
thoven materialized in the shape of a guilty 
comscience. There was too much background 
behind. however, and too much movement 
in the foreground to preserve the spirit of 
that hallucination long. 
All in all, Miss Duncan seemed more suc- 
cessful with the Greek vases than with the 
reflections of this Beethoven. At least the 
musicians thought so.

At this point in the proceedings Mr. Dam- 
rosch and the orchestra broke into melody on 
their own account.

It is difficult to 
say whether the preludes, the nocturne, the 
waltz, or the mazurka were the best transla- 
tions, for we are familiar with the original 
only. A couple of encores caught the fancy 
of the audience better than anything that bad 
gone before, and there were many of the 
uninitiated who agreed with the audience. 
Going into the deeps of our soul in this con- 
fession, we are inclined to observe that we 
could not determine the key in which these 
dances were set, nor the school of instru- 
mentation, nor the relation of Greek poses 
to “andante con moto.” But we were con- 
vinced that Miss Duncan has evolved a 
gracious series of gestures that express her- 
self.

Professor in Two Letters 
Penned in Prison Declares 
Ignorance of Plots. 


CASE A “TISSUE OF LIES.” 


Last Written Messages of Span- 
ish Politician Dated Oct. 
1 2 and 4. i n 


pro letters written by Francesco Ferrer 
while in prison—supposed to be his last writ- 
ten messages before he was put to death by 
the Spanish government—were secured by 
Tun Taru yesterday and the salient parts 
of them are here published. 

The most definite hint that had previously 
reached Chicago of the exact nature of the 
charges on which Ferrer was convicted was 
published in Tun TR Um last Sunday. It 
consisted of two eireulars alleged by the 
Spanish government to have been found in 
Ferrers house. 

These circulars were an inflammatory call 
to arms and appeal for the firebrand for de- 
struction of the churches and the banks and 
the centers of government in Spain. The gov- 
ernment contended that Ferrer had written 
them or was responsible for them. 


Letters Written from Prison. 

Yesterday Axel Gustafson, living at the 
New Southern hotel in this city, received 
a copy of L’Humanité of Paris, an organ 
of the French socialists. This paper con- 
tained the two letters written by Ferrer to 
his friend, M. Naguel, president of the French 
committee of defense for the political prison- 
ers in Spain. The letters were dated Oct. 2 
and 4, and were written from the cell in pris- 
on where Ferrer was confined until it was 
decided that he should be tried by court 
martial. After that he was transferred to a 


military prison. N . 


Mr. Gustafson assumes that these two 
letters probably were the last written by 
Ferrer to his friends. The first letter is long. 
It ie said Ferrer occupied the whole night 
in its composition.

Witness Urges Better Inspection of 
Physical Condition of Property. 


* 


Quincy, III., Oct. 21.—[Special.]—The Ili- 
nois State Fire Insurance. commission con- 
cluded its initial meeting in Quincy today 
and adjourned to meet in Chicago Nov. 10. 
The members refused to say what conclu- 
sion, if any, they had formed as to insurance 
conditions on the basis of the evidence pre- 
sented. As one of them expressed it, they | 
had two years in which to do their work and 
there was no occasion for hurry. 

As on the two previous days, the witnesses 
represented all lines of industrial and mer- 
cantile interests. President Lyman of Chi- 
cago, head of the commission, reiterated that 
the commission had no executive power, that 
its scope was entirely advisory, and that the 
purpose of its creation was to investigate in- 
surance conditions in IIlinois and determine 
whether to recommend to the next general 
assembly the enactment of a law giving to 
the state the power to regulate or supervise 
the insurance business of Illinois. 


Warns Against Frightening Capital. 

Several new points of the insurance situa- 
tion were brought before the commission. 
E. J. Parker, president of the State Sav- 
ings, Loan and Trust company, said nothing 
should be done that would deter American 
capital from investing in the stock of insur- 
ance companies. The stocks and bonds of the 
large insurance companies, he said, are now 
largely held by foreign capital, and it would 
be unwise to do anything that would make 
home capital timid in regard to such in- 
vestments. At the same time he thought 
there should be a reasonable supervision of 
the insurance business by the state in order 
to prevent discrimination. 

“The state cannot make insurance rates,“ 
he said, because eminent attorneys have 
declared that to be unconstitutional, but 
there should be such state supervision as 
to prevent unjust and abrupt changes in 
rates. He also called attention to the in- 
creasing hazard from conflagrations in large 
cities, and said if a permanent insurance 
board is created it should be invested with 
such power as would enable it to eliminate 
or decrease such hazard. 


Would License Insurance Agents. 

Leaton Irwin, president of the Irwin Paper 
company, thought the state should exercise 
such supervision as would give the insured 
more information concerning the insurance 
officials. He said insurance agents should 
be Ucensed, so the insured would have more 
accurate information as to whom they are 
dealing with, He also thought the assured, 
who pays the premium on the policy, should 
have a little more right to say something 
in regard to the form of that policy, 

„ As it now is,” he said, the insurance 
company dictates the form of the policy, 
and the assured is absolutely at the mercy 
of the company 80 far as the terms of the 
policy are concerned.” 

He urged a better inspection of the physical 
condition of property. He said there ought 
to be some means by which there could be 
disseminated more accurate knowledge of 
how to build so as to prevent fires. He re- 
lated his own experience. He said he had 
gone to insurance agents, building inspectors, 
architects, and contractors so as to construct 
a residence that would be as nearly fireproof 
as modern methods could make it. 


House Called Fireproof, but Burned. 

He followed all their suggestions, and his. 
house was pronounced fireproof; but in spite 
of that it burned. He thought the; state 
ahould undertake the education of the public 
along those lines.

The tip question has become a nuisance 
because many travelers lack the courage to 
offer a fee on a 10 per cent scale, such as is 
generally adopted in European countries. 
They prefer to give a tip of more generous 
proportions rather than face the disapprov- 
ing look of a negro waiter.”

50 LACK FOOD AND WATER.

PLAN GERMAN POTASH TRUST 


Fatherland Preparing to Tako 
Control of Big Industry. 


BODY BLOW TO AMERICAN 


U. 8. Interests in Berlin May Appeal 
to Washington. 


BERLIN, Oct. 21.—Germany as 4 govern- 
ment is preparing to take control of the 
potash industry of the fatherland. 

Bills with this object in view are being 
gotten ready by the imperial ministry of 
the Interior for presentation to the reichs- 
tag. 

The completion of contracts between the 

German potash mines and the American fer- 
tilizer companies at prices lower than those 
of the syndicate influenced the ministry in 
this action.

The mine owners are supported in 
their attitude by a majority of the syndicate 
mines. which during the embittered con- 
troversy among themselves over a renewal

desperation. At one time he was condemned 
to death, and the sentence was just about to 
be put into execution when pure courage 
came to his rescue. A score of rifles were 
aimed at the scientist, but at that instant 
came the impulse that was to save hia life. 

This was Mr. Skinner’s second trip among 
these tr He says they are particularly 
hostile to White men and among the least 
civilized of all the North American Indians. 

The enmity of the men soon manifested 
itself in threatening form. Led by the chief 
medicine man of the tribe, the braves held 
a war dance and finally a council, the chief 
medicine man presiding. At this Mr. Skinner 
was condemned to be shot. 


Decides to Visit Village. 

The explorer was then on the opposite side 
of Cat lake and later in the day when he 
heard that some hostile move against him 
had been determined upon, though ignorant 
of the nature of it. he decided to visit the 
village to learn for himself what had to be 
done. 

He had no idea that so many of the 1 men 
of the tribe were involved in the affair or 
he would have headed at once for the nearest 
friendly village. 

His appearance was the signal for a war 
whoop and at once he saw that he had a 
slim chance to get away alive, But as the 
whole tribe had seen him it was too late to 
retrace his steps. From his knowledge of 
the ways of the Ojibways he divined that 
their plan was for the old medicine man, in 
whose power they had childlike faith, to 
throw a spell over him so that they could 
shoot him at savage leisure. 

For a moment the explorer had no idea 
how he was going to get out of the perilous 
situation. It didn’t matter that he was not 
armed, for one rifle against so many would 
have been nothing, and his wit playing on 
their superstition was his only-hope. 


Hits Savage with Drum. 

He had to act quickly, and he did. Walking 
up to the old medicine man, seated with his 
drum in his lap, he said in the dialect of the 
natives: 

“I don’t care anything about your old 
medicine; my medicine is stronger than 
yours.”’ 

Then he picked up the savage’s drum and 
crashed it over his head, leaving it a ring 
around bis neck. 

The medicine man turped almost white with 
amasement. For years he had ruled the 
tribe with an iron hand through the Indians’ 
fear of the spell they firmly believed he could 
cast. 

He alone knew be was a fakir and that was 
a secret he had shared with no one. 


Braves Lose Their Faith. 

The effect on the braves with their rifies 
cocked and at their shoulders, ready for the 
old man to give the sign to Gre, was even 
more pronounced. They had never in their 
wildest dreams imagined that any one would 
have the courage to do such a thing to the 
man whose weird powers they all feared so 
much, so they stood like statues, their rifles 
stil] at their shoulders. 

Mr. Skinner, who is not more than 30 years 
old, acting as if he had done nothing unusual, 
whirled on his heel and walked away. He 
intimated today, however, that he made 
pretty good Marathon time toward the boat 
after he was out of sight of the settlement. 

That night he slipped away, and he says 
he doesn’t expect to see that tribe again.

“The lion was now standing up. looking 
first at one group of horses and then at the 
other, his tail lashing to and fro, his head 
held low and his lips dropped over his mouth 
in pecullar fashion. while his harsh and sav- 
age growling rolled thunderously over the 
plain. Seeing Simba and me on foot. he 
turned toward us, his tail lashing auicker and 
quicker.

ROAD’S DIRECTOR 


Elected at Annual Meeting of 
Chicago and Northwest- 
ern Stockholders. 


RATE CASES ARE HEARD. 


Fruit and Produce Dealers and 
Meat Producers Complain 
to Commissioner. 


John V. Farwell of Chicago was elected a 
director of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway yesterday at the annual mee.ng of 
the stockholders. He succeeds 8. F. Barger 
of New York, resigned. Homer A, er, a 
banker of Des Moines, Ia., was elected in 
plate of E. E. Osborne of New York. haun- 
cey M. Depew, James C. Fargo, Henry C. 
Frick, and David B. Kimball were reélected. 
A total of 860,892 shares were voted and for 
the first time in thirty-seven years a woman 
shareholder was present. 

There is an increasing tendency on the part 
of the western roads to place Chicago busi- 
nessmen on their directorates. Other recent 
examples are the election of J. Ogden armcur 
and John G. Shedd to the liunois Central 
board and Edward Tilden to the Alton board. 
Many of the roads have desired strong 
representation on their boards fronf the chief 
city on their lines and the election of a 
merchant or manufacturer makes possible a 
closer codperation between the roads and the 
shipping interests. 


Unfair Dealings Are Alleged. 

Charges of unfair dealings on the part of 
the Illinois Central railroad toward the fruit 
and vegetable dealers of Chicago were made 
before Commissioner Charles A. Prouty of 
the interstate commerce commission by Ed- 
ward G. Davies, representing the Wholesale 
Fruit and Produce association. 

The complaint is that since Jan. 1, 1908, 
the road has imposed a charge of 1 cent per 
hundred pounds for unloading consolidated 
carloads of fruits and vegetables consigned 
to Mr. Davies by various shippers. This 
charge would be reasonable, Mr. Davies de- 
clared, if the road would see that the receiver 
gets his own freight. The charge was at first 
made 2 cents per hundred, but was reduced 
to 1 cent under order of the commission. 
Mr. Davies asks that the railroad besere- 
quired to accept a receipt from each con- 
signee for his portion of the consolidated 
carload, instead of issuing a general receipt 
for the entire car, or else abolish the charge. 

“If the railroad would coiperate with the 
shippers,’’ Mr. Davies said, we could ar- 
range a basis which would be equitable all 
around, but as soon as we come to terms on 
one matter the road holds a meeting with the 
other roads and fixes on a different basis 


Says Increase Is to Be Made. 

I concede that the service for which the 
1 cent is charged is worth the money, but 
it was agreed that the tariff rate should 
include the unloading service. Under the 
commission’s order the rgad is getting 1 cent 
more than it agreed to charge and still re- 
quires us to hire men to see that we get 
our freight unloaded properly. Not only 
that, but on Nov. 1 it is going to impose a 
rate of 1% cents for loading and unloading 
freight on a team track. Also its cabbage 
rates, on which I have a complaint pending, 
are an imposition, and I want to know when 
the commission is going to take action on 
that.“ 

Blewett Lee, general solicitor of the Ili- 
nois Central, said he had testimony to pro- 
duce showing that the service given actually 
cost more than 1 cent per hundred pounds, 
but Commissioner Prouty said the testimony 
was immaterial at this time unless an at- 
tempt was made to reopen the entire case. 


Complain of Live Stock Rates. 

Commissioner Prouty also heard evidence 
in the case of the Corn Belt Meat Producers’ 
Association of Iowa against the IHinois Cen- 
tral, the Rock Island, the Burlington, the 
Northwestern, the St. Paul, and the Great 
Western roads, involving the rates on live 
stock from Iowa points to Chicago. In 1007 
the commission sustained the rates in general, 
but ordered a regrouping of the lowa points 
taking the same rates. The complaint is that 
the roads regrouped the rates so as to in- 
crease them and the association asks tne 
commission to reduce the rates. The attor- 
ney general of Iowa and the state railroad 
commissioner intervened on the side of the 
shippers. C. J. Thorne, attorney for the ship- 
pers, presented a new grouping of the rates 
which the railroads declared would reduce 
their revenues too much and the hearing was 
postponed until Nov. 1 to allow the roads to 
introduce a table showing the amount. 


Double Track for Santa Fe. 

President Ripley of the Santa e said that 
road is to be transformed to a double track 
system from Chicago through to the racific 
coast. 

The work may take fifteen years,“ he 
said. ‘* All but eighty miles between here and 
Kansas City has been completed ahd the 
double track extends for 200 miles beyond 
Kansas City. Work on the second track in 
Arigona and New Mexico is to be started 
within sixty days.“

Belleville, III., Oct. 21— [Special. 1—4 sharp 
tilt over the question of adopting the report 
of the executive board, covering the action 
of President Edwin R. Wright in appoint- 
ing Frank Farrington of the United Mine- 
workers of Illinois to the position of state 
Sorganizer, came at today's session of the 
Illinois State Federation of Labor eanven-’ 
tion. * ' ;

A heated discussion en- 
gued and the convention was thrown into an 
uproar that continued until Wright's sup- 
porters came to the rescue by voting solidly 
for the adoption of the report. 

The action of the convention in indorsing 
Wright's position was taken by the delegates 
to indicate that he will be reélected to the 
presidency of the federation at tomorrow’s 
session. Though far from being a test vote 
on the presidency, the vote on the adoption 
of the executive board’s report Thdicated to 
rival candidates for the office that Wright 
commands formidable strength. 


Takes Floor in Own Defense. 

Thomas A. Shea of Bloomington, member 
of the executive board, led the 128 against 
Wright. f 

“T insist that President Wright violated 
the constitution by making this appointment 
in the manner he did,“ said Shea. I object 
to this arbitrary action on the part of the 
88 1 chief executive officer of this federation. It 

; is unconstitutional and should be voted down 
1 by those who believe in orderly conduct of 
effairs.”’ 

Wright handed the gavel to Vice President 
Peter Fitzgerald of Alton and took the floor 
in his own defense.

SPECIAL TEACHERS ON WORK’ 


Union League Club to Unveil Bust of 
John H. Hamline at School.

People 
may begin school here, even if they do not under- 
stand any English atall. If you know of any one 
who cannot speak English you should tell him 
where the nearest evening school lg and urge him 
to go. The classes are free to rsons of all 
nationalities. ’

DR. EDMUND J. JAMES PROBABLE 
PRESIDENT OF STATE V. M. C. A.

license committee takes up the revised or- 
dinance establishing increaesd fees for all 
sorts of amusements. 

The amusement park managers, who face 
the necessity of paying several times their 
usual amount In license fees, have got to- 
gether,” and will be present to battle against 
the ordinance, Theatrical managers and pro- 
prietors of all sorts of amusement places 
from circuses to picnic grounds will appear 
individually to add strength to the battle 
line. 

Object to Heavier Fees. 

The sore point with the amusement park 
managers is that instead of the total of $50a 
week they formerly paid the revised ordi- 
nance demands license fees from every con- 
cession within their gates in addition to the 
$300 license from the principal corporation. 
The largest parks have from fifty to sixty 
concessions the new license fees of which 
range from $30 a month to $50 a day. 

Teh new fee list follows: 

1. Theatrical, dramatic, or operatic entertein- 
ments; 5 cents admission, $200 a year; 50 cents, 
$300; 75 cents, $350; over 75 cents, $500. 

2. Lectures, readings, ‘recitations, paintings, 
stereopticons, living pictures, museums, and art 
works, $200 a year. 

3. Musical entertainments (not operas), §100 a 
year. 

4. Maving pictures, penny arcades, and auto- 
matic shows, $200 a year. 

5. Dances, amateur theatricals, and bazaars in 
buildings: Seating 300 persons. $25 a year: 500 
Persons, $50; 800. 78: more than 800, $100. 

6. Summer gardens with music only, $200 a 
year. 

7. Picnic grounds, $10 a year. 

8. Amusement parks, $300 a year. 

8. Roller or ice skating rinks. $50 a month. 

10. Baseball. football, or athletic fields or gym- 
nastums: Seating 4,000 persons, $100 a year; 10,000, 
$300; more than 10,000, $500. . 

11. Poultry and animal, automobile. billiard 
matches, and similar shows: 10 cents admission, 
$200 a year; 50 cents, $250; 76 cents, $300; more 
than 75 cents. $500. 

12. Circuses, menageries,. Indian shows: Seat- 
ing 500 persons, $10 a day: 1.800 $25; 2,000, $75; 
3.000, $100; 4,000. $150: more than , $200. 

; 13. Side and other shows under ¢anvas: $10 a 
ay. 

14. Strength machines. shooting galleries, cane 
racks, swings, and similar devices, $30 a month. 

15. Motor power devices and amusemenis, $60 a 
month. 

16. Fireworks shows, $50 a day. 

17. All other performances or amusement de- 
vices, $10 a day. 


The new ordinance also prohibits minors 
from entering dance halls and billiard rooms 
where intoxicants are sold. 


Rush Paving Work. 

The work of rushing the paving of Madison 
street, between State and Market streets, to 
completion this fall has been begun and will 
be carried on partly at night, a haste expedi- 
ent never before used in Chicago. 

The crusade against the tearing up of newly 
paved. streets by public service corporations 
took on a sterner appearance with an an- 
nouncemnet by Ald. James M. Daily that he 
would seek an injunction to prevent the cut- 
ting by the gas company of ten streets within 
his ward paved in the last year.

MR. STONE AS A FRIEND OF MAN. 
We observe with mingled admiration 
and disquiet the symptoms of an inten- 
; tion on the part of the Hon. William 
| __ Joel Stone, United States senator from 
Missouri, to apply himself unsparingly to 

‘the solution of some of the vexing prob- 
tems of life. If no other consideration 
than the public good were to be taken 
into account we would give encourage- 
ment and support unstintingly to this dis- 
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3 a movement for 
the betterment of human conditions. 

We wish we could welcome the senator 
to this noble work without reserve and 
without misgiving, but we cannot escape 
the thought that it is dangerous for a 
statesman of scholarly and refined habits 
to attempt by physical correction to mend 
the ways of erring waiters and cab driv- 
ers. We do not doubt that there is a 
field of usefulness here, but we would 
suggest that it might be advisable to have 
Prot. Muldoon or some other authority 
look Mr. Stone over before he ventures 
too far. 

Nevertheless, throwing all caution aside, 
we will admit that it is encouraging to 
find a man who is not deterred by any 
sentimental notions of his official dignity 
from prosecuting with zeal the work he 
finds ready to his hand. 

We admire Senator Stone although we 
fear for hin. 


MORE POWER TO YOU, WAYMAN. 
Almost unknown when he was elected, 


later admired by a rather skeptical com- 


munity, the state’s attorney, has fought 
his way into the confidence of the people 
of Chicago. :

THE STATE MUST HELP. 

Chicago and the Illinois Central have 
come to the parting of the ways. Hence- 
forth it is war. Now is the time, then, 
for the state to come to the aid of the 
city. It should not take sides by non- 
action with a road which it is suing to 
recover millions in back taxes. 

What the state can do for the city is 
to give it direct, explicit power to regu- 
late the motive power of railroads within 
the corporate limits. The first thing the 
railroads would do if an electrification or- 
dinance were passed today would be to 
dispute the right of the city to pass it. 
That was what the gas company did 
when the first attempt was made to reg: 
ulate its rates. After the legislature had 
granted the regulative power the com- 
pany became submissive. It may be that 
the police power the city now has would 
support an electrification ordinance, but 
the position of the city would be greatly 
strengthened if the state would give it 
specific authority in the premises. 

Therefore, the governor, who ought not 
to have any affection for the IIlinois Cen- 
tral, should include the subject in his call 
for a special session. The legislature, un- 
influenced by railroad lobbyists, railroad 
employés sent to Springfield to help out 
their employers, or by railroad passes, 
should hold up the hands of the city ar 
this critical moment. 

The matter rests primarily with Gov. 
Deneen. Is he for the city or the Illinois 
Central? His call for the special session, 
will tell the story. : 


REGULATE THE SPEED. 

The section of the state automobile 
law which regulates the rates of speed 
under different conditions ends thus: 
“Nothing in this section contained shall 
permit any person to drive a motor vehi- 
cle at a speed greater than is reasonable, 
having regard to the traffic and use of 
highways, or so as to endanger the life 
and limb or injifre the property of any 
person. 1 

That provision of the law was violated 
grossly night before last when an auto- 
mobilist drove his car into a physician’s 
buggy at the corner of Dearborn avenue 
end Burton place. It is deliberately vio- 
lated daily. If this contempt of law, this 
disregard of the rights of others, does 
not come to @ sudden end there will be 
a blaze of popular wrath that will scorch 
unoffending as well as offending automo- 
dilists. — 

The law offers means of redress to the 
‘physician and to others who have suffered 
in the same way. He is allowed to bri ag 
suit to recover damages. That is, he can 
spend se years and much money in 
the courts. It is a mockery to refer him 


be done is to enforce the law so rizidly 
and effectually that there will be no occa- 
sion to sue. 

The legislature knew nothing of the 
traffic conditions , in different Chicago 
streets—conditions which vary so much 
that in many of thém a speed of ten 
miles an hour would be unreasonable, for 
it would endanger life and limb. That is 
a matter which must be regulated by the 
chief of police, who is thoroughly famiflar 


‘with the situation. 


It is time for him to act—to make nec 
essary regulations as to the use of streets 
by motor, cars and enforce them. He 
should designate the streets or portions 
of streets in which low rates of speed 
lower in one street, because more crowd- 
ed, than in another—must be adhered to. 
He should have notices specifying streets 
and rates of speed posted in all the

information which would enable him to 
withdraw the light of his countenance 
from those not deserving of it. 

The chief of police should hurry up. 
Otherwise the people; infuriated by the 
actions of law breaking automobilists, 
may resort to roughhouse methods. 


THE END OF WADAl. 

A protectorate is the first step and com- 
plete absorption the second. That has 
been the fate of Wadai, a territory with 
an area of 170,000 square miles and a 
population of 2,000,000. It lies between 
Lake Chad and the basin of the Nile. It 
forms a part of the vast region south of 
the Sahara, which by agreement between 
France and Great Britain is to be ex- 
ploited by the former. 3 

Six years ago the sultan of Wadal ac- 
cepted the French protectorate, but he 
did not behave as his protector wished 
him to. He allowed Wadai to become tlie 
fanatics and 
slave raiders and traders. They made 
so much trouble that last year a handful 
of troops was sent to instruct the sultan 
as to his duty. ‘There were battles be- 
tween Wadaian armies numbering thovu- 
sands and a few hundred Senegalese sol- 
diers led by French officers. The sultan’s 
armies were beaten and his capital 
stormed. He is a fugitive: ‘There will 
be no more trouble in Wadai: 

This is the kind of work which France 
has been doing and will have to keep on 
doing in Africa for some time to come, 
France has put its hand to the plow 
and cannot take it off. It has assumed 
a duty on behalf of civilization and must 
go on with it, whatever may be the cost. 
It will not do to ‘stop short with the 
pacification of Saharan and Sudanese 
tribes. Whenever the jealousy of other 
European nations permits it, the work 
mugt be rounded off by the establishment 
of orderly government in Morocco. That 
is something of greater moment to the 
world than the quieting down of some 
wild tribes south of the Atlas mountains. 

What is said of the audacity, of the well 
trained Senegalese black soldiers in the 
Wadai campaign bears out a recent state- 
ment of Tue Trisune. It was that if 
France were to take in hand the pacifica- 
tion of Morocco it would not be obliged 
to send soldiers from France to do the 
pacifying. France has in its African pos- 
Sessions an inexhaustible nursery of fine 
fighting material, men ready to follow te 
the death officers in whom they have con- 
fidence. Well led, they would make short 
work of the Moors. 


A BUSY SUPERINTENDENT. 

If any citizen had the idea that the 
choice of Mrs. Young as superintendent 
of schools meant only a reward for long 
years of faithful service in public sehool 
work, and that she would not be expected 
to do much in the way of studying the 
needs of the schools and devising rem 
dies for defects in them, such citizen has 
been thoroughly disabused of his notion. 

Given national prominence by her selec- 
tion to be head of the schools of.the sec- 
ond city in the country, Mrs. Young has 
been in demand as a speaker before as- 
semblages of educators west and east. 
Her grasp of the situation is firm and her 
intelligent criticisms of conditions both 
in the school system immediately under 
her charge and in the broader field of 
American education as well are winning 
the approval and support of those who 
hear her. She is reflecting credit upon 
Chicago in a sphere of usefulness every- 
| where recognized as commanding. 

Some of her ideas are essentially an- 
tagonistic to those which have prevailed 
in years gone by, but she is advocating 
them in a quiet way that wins support and 
disarms hostility. Just how to make the 
public schools best adapted te the needs 
of the present day is a great problem. It 
must be solved by experts. It is gratify- 
ing to note how well things are workin 
under the effective leadership of the 4 
superintendent in Chicago.

O much fuss has been made about the action of 
King Edward in consulting Arthur Balfour, Lord 
Rosebery, and other statesmen who do not form 
part of the present cabinet and are inimical to 
the Asquith administration that it may be. just 

as well to recall the fact that the statesmen in ques- 

tion are members of the privy council, bound as such 
to a special oath of sécrecy and of devotion to the 
sovereign. ' : 

The latter is not in any sense of the word restricted 
in the exercise of his powers to the advice of his min- 
isters for the time being. It is within his prerogative 
to consult any member of the privy council for any 
purpose he may see fit. Lord Rosebery, who is no 
mean Constitutionalist, and who as former prime min- 
ister has knowledge of what the powers of the monarch 
are in relation to the working of the cabinet and parila- 
ment,, laid down this doctrine in his Plymouth speech of 
January, 1908. The cabinet, after all, is only a com- 
mittee of the privy council, and there is nothing either 
in the letter or in the spirit of the constitution re- 
stricting the sovereign to the advice of this committee 
and barring him from consulting the other members of 
the council. | 

One important point in connection with the present 
crisis in England is that the king has a perfect right to 
dissolve parliament of his own motion, even if his min- 
isters for the time being are opposed to any such ac- 
tion on his part. He also has the right to deny any 
request on their part to dissolve parliament. In other 
words, the king, and no one but the king, can force 
the dissolution of parliament, irrespective of the ma- 
jority of the administration, if he has reason to be- 
lieve that the cabinet is embarking on 3 course of 
policy that does not meet with the wishes of the peo- 
ple whose views he desires to have about the matter at 
the polls.

From Tokio comes the announcement of the en- 
gagement of Lieut. Rouvier, son of Rear Admiral Rou- 
wer of the French navy, to the daughter of Vice Ad- 
miral Ito of Japan. The marriage is to take place in 
the cap of the mikado immediately after the ar- 
rival of the French Pacific fleet at the bay of Yeddo. 
Young Lieut. Rouvier thus will join the comparatively 
small list of foreigners of official or social rank who 
have married women of birth and breeding belonging 
to the orient. 

Among them has been the late Count Henry Cou- 
denhove, who was a scion of one of the grandest houses 
of the Austrian nobility,. which for three or four hun- 
dred years has played a conspicuous role in the history 
of Bohemia, where it has vast landed possessions. 
Count Henry spent a number of years in the diplomatic 
service, attached in turn to the Austrian legations at 
Athens, Buenos Aires, and Rio, before being trans- 
ferred to Japan. While acting as chargé d'affaires at 
Tokio at the time of the war between Japan and China 
he fell in love with a Japanese woman named Mitsu 
Aoyama and married her there according to Roman 
Catholic rites, after having induced her to forsake 
Buddhism and to become a convert to Christianity. 

The union did not meet altogether with the approval 
of the department of foreign affairs at Vienna. He was 
recalled, retired from the diplomatic service, and with- 
drew with his Japanese countess to his chiiteau of 
Ronsberg,.in Bohemia, where he devoted himself to 
scientific studies. These were of a sufficiently remark- 
able character to lead the University of Prague to con- 
fer its highest honorary degree upon the count, who, 
I may add, was at the. time öf his death one of the 
leaders of the anti-dueling movement in Europe.

His marriage brought him much happiness and he 
left a family of three boys and a girl, the eldest boy 
now 16 years of age. The children are intrusted to 
the guardianship of their Asiatic mother, who likewise 
controls the administration of her husband’s extensive 
estates until her first born attains his majority. It is 
the first occasion of a Japanese woman finding herself 
in such a position—namely: mistress of a great feudal 
domain in Austria and of the hundreds of families 
dwelling on the estates, free to educate her children 
and to spend their money as she sees fit. 

The late Sir Edwin Arnold married, after the death 
of his Boston born wife, a Japanese woman named 
Kurokawa Tama, and instead of returning ‘to Tokio 
after his death she makes her home in London in Earl's 
Court square, where she lives under the name of Lady 
Arnold. 

The late Sir Halliday Macartney, who died only 
three years ago as secretary and councilor of the Chi- 
nese legation in London, married as his first wife, at 
Nanking, the daughter of a mandarin of high rank who 
was associated with him in the direction of the imperial 
Chinese arsenal there. She retained her national re- 
ligion instead of becoming a convert to Christianity, 
and after giving birth to a boy, who is now consul of 
the British government at Kashgar, in Chinese Turke- 
stan, died and was buried at Nanking according to na- 
tive rites, a beautiful Chinese monument marking her 
grave.

The memoirs of the comtesse de Boigne, which 
have been transiated into English, German, Italian, and 
Spanish and have received such widespread publicity 
on both sides of the Atlantic, are just at present the 
‘subject of a lawsuit in Paris. The suit is brought by 
a Mile. Modot, the fair friend of the late marquis 
d’Osmond, and the mother of his daughter, a child 
whom he recognized as his own. The marquis d’Osmond 
was the grandnephew of the comtesse de Boigne, and 
her chief heir. The comtesse de Boigne left the manu- 
ecript of her three volumes of memoirs to the late duke 
d' Audiffret-Pasquler by a clause in her will dated 1862 
and reading as follows: 

“I leave to the care of the marquis Pasquier (the 
then title of the duke) three volumes of manuscript 
of my reminiscences, on the understanding that he 
shall do nothing therewith save with the approval of 
my brother, the marquis d’Osmond, as long as the lat- 
ter lives. Save for this stipulation, tii marquis Pas- 
quier is entirely free to do what he wishes with the 
manuscript, and I leave to him every right of initiative 
in connection with the work. I do not know if it is 
worth while being published.” 

The duc d’Audiffret-Pasquier gave the manuscript 
to M. Nicoullaud, and the latter, after due consultation 
with the heirs of the duke, published the work. Mlle. 
Modot claims that since she and her daughter are the 
sole heirs of the late Marquis d'Osmond, and the latter 
in turn was the heir of his father, also Marquis 
d’Osmond, who in turn was the heir of his sister, the 
comtesse de Boigne, it is she, Mile. Modot, who has the 
sole right to the memoirs and to all the money de- 
rived from their sale. 

She argues, moreover, that they should not have 
been published without her’ authorization. On the 
other hand, the heir of the late duo d’Audiffret-Pasquier 
declare that the memoirs were given by the comtesse 
de Boigne to him, that he in turn gave the manuscript 
to M. Nicoullaud, and that inasmuch as they derived no 
pecuniary benefit from the publication it is ridiculous 
to Gaim damages from them. \

The comtesse de Boigne was a member of the 
d’'Osmond family, one of the most ancient and historic 
in France. On her mother’s side she came from the 
Dillons of Roscommon, a branch of which had settled 
in Bordeaux in the early part of the eighteenth cen- 
tury.

The early stroll through the broad streets

The whole setting of the island, with 
jte wonderful charm, is suggestive of Bata- 
via. I passed several fine tennis courts. 


Visit to Swatow Guild Hall. 

After’ breakfast I continued my round of 
Sightseeing. This morning instead of set- 
ting out away from the river, as yesterday, 
I followed it for a long distance to the big 
and imposing Swatow Guild hall, a sort of 
clubhouse of modern construction, built by 
the merchants of a nearby province. It is an 
instructive place and rather complex in its 
functions. There are big courts, many one 
story halls, gardens, fountains, two theaters, 
an ancestra) hall, where tablets in honor of 
deceased members are placed, and several 
shrines with images; one of the shrines is 
dedicated to the yp a of heaven, and an- 
other to the god of learning. The whole hall 
is elaborately embellished with a profusion 
of terra cotta work and beautiful carvings in 
wood. 1 

Then on to another temple, showing the 

Same signs of neglect and decay as those 
visited yesterday; on past still another tem- 
ple, now converted into a barracks, the tem- 
ple itself quite neglected, but possessing a 
‘beautifully carved stone pailow or arch. 
And on again, to à really fine old Confucius 
temple standing in a large and rather pretty 
old garden, with splendid wall and gate- 
ways, but the walks are now grass grown 
,and the big trees in the inclosure are alone 
in their glory and- quiet dignity, for the 
temple is no longer maintained; in fact, it is 
for sale. In the seclusion of the grounds I 
could hear only the song of innumerable birds 
and the murmur of tke crowd of struggling 
humanity, thronging the etreets beyond its 
Walls. 


Viceroy and Retinue Passes. 


On we go again through streets crowded 
with, the most sober faced and industrious 
looking mass of humanity that I ever have 
seen. We turn aside to allow a viceroy to 
pass by, in a big covered chair and preceded 
and followed by a big retinue. 

On to the Taoist temple, which containg 
some beautiful br@bze vessels. This temple 
is an ancient one, and stands on the slope of 
a hill. Wereach the shrine by an imposing 
fight of great stone steps. About are beau- 
tiful old banyan trees. In the chief shrine 
are the three Taoist divinities and in an- 
ether shrine is the god of medicine, who also 
dispenses good luck. 

Here, consequently, one can buy either a 
drug or a charm, and, I suspect, each is 
equally efficacious. The temple is clean, and 
there is something doing. It really shows 
signs of activity, there being a rather lafge

The sign of the 
dentist, however, is not beautiful, for even 
here he is not content with filing a square 
glass case half full of loose teeth, as some of 
our dentists at home, but he puts them on 
strings and arranges them in long rows and 
lets them flutter in the wind. 


Flowery Pagoda a Landmark. 

From many parts of the city I had admired 
the graceful, 300 feet high Flowery pagoda, 
which ig one of the chief landmarks of the 
city. It loses nothing on close inspection but 
gains in sweetness and grace as it rises 
through nine stories of loveliness. Though 
built of wood 1,400 years ago, it is stillin good 
state of preservation. As cabinetmakers the 
Chinese never have been surpassed. 

Near by is an ancient Mohammedan mosque, 
nearly as old as the Flowery pagoda. A sharp 
eyed old priest regretted that he could not 
show us his little school, where boys are in- 
structed in the Koran. This mosque seems 
strangely out of place here in Canton. ‘there 
is that in both Islamism and Christianity 
which seems at variatice with the whole 
Chinese attitude toward life and they make, 
consequently, little headway; Mohammedan- 
ism, in fact, is decaying, just as is the round 
pagoda of the mosque with its little, slender 
minaret on top. 

Then I saw the water clock. We climb up 
some rickety stairs to a chamber, from which 
fis a good view over flat roofs and tne walls 
of the city. The clock still marks time, ag it 
did 500 years ago, by a graduated scale or in- 
dicator which rises as water drops into the 
lowest of several copper vessels, arranged in 
a series of steps, the water being poured Into 
the topmost of the series. 


Peep at Execution Ground. 

I had a peep at the execution ground, where 
only yesterday morning fourteen men were 
decapitated. The ground is as unprenten- 
tious as the court I saw yesterday. It is, 
in fact, just off one of the main streets, if 
any alley in this town may be called a 
„ maln street. It is a little rectangular 
open space, perhaps 100 feet long by 30 feet 
wide. Surrounding this space are the 
shops of a potter, and all about may 
be seen big earthenware vessels in state 
of preparation. It is said that when crimi- 
nals are to be executed they are brought 
here direct from the court and are obliged 
to kneel with their heads bowed down and 
their hands tied behind them; the old ex- 
ecutioner performs his work with a big 
sword. Itis said that the present executioner 
has beheaded over 5,000 individuals. Justice, 
from what I have seen of it, is fairly swift 
in Canton. I am told, however, that the 
forms of torture formerly visible in the 
streets now have entirely disappeared. 

After dinner, accompanied by the new ad- 
dition to the United States consulate here, 
a fellow passenger of mine on the Rubi, 
and with my guide, I took the hotel sam- 
pan and went down the river for about two 
miles with the tide, where we made our 
way in among the “ flower boats.“ There 
are several hundred of these big craft on 
the river, all devoted exclusively to enter- 
tainment. Some of the boats are of large 
size and accommodate parties of fifty or 
even a hundred, and are decorated and fitted 
up in the best Chinese style. Fora modest 
sum we got a boat for the evening, dropped 
farther down the river and anchored in the 
midst of the flotilla, where the musicians 
live. Here our guide arranged for a Chinese 
dinner of innumerable courses, to be served 
for us at 11 o'clock. 

In the meantime, and while waiting for 
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dinner, we were regaled with music by five 
young maidens, ranging from 12 to 15 years 
of age. It seems that there are many hun- 
dreds such maidens who live on the boats. 

They came aboard our boat. one at a time, 
accompanied by their mothers and each one 
either brought her own musica! instrument, 
with which to accompany herself, or two or 
three musicians, forming a small sized 
Chinese orchestra. Each girl Sang two or 
three songs. They are wonderfully trained, 
clean, and sweet in appearance, daintily and 
beautifully costumed in Httle long silken 
robes of delicate hues, with their hair care- 
fully arranged and held in place with gold 
bands and pins, and withal are as demure and 
shy as they could be. 

I must confess to a great admiration for 
their singing. While Chinese music is Cuinese 
music and any sample which one gets in any 
Chinese theater is fairly characteristic, vet 
there was an essence and a daintiness and a 
sweetness in the singing of these little maid- 
ens which to me was really fine. The evening, 
for we were back at the hotel by midnight, 
was an exceedingly pleasant termination of 
the two days in Canton, which wil} always

to Charges of Insincerity 
and Conspiracy.

JUDGE CONTINUES SUIT. 


Former Wife of Smelter King 
Says Her Life Was 
ened Over Telephone, 


Some of the persone interested in the old 
divorce suit of Mrs. Grace B. Guggenheim 
against William Guggenheim of smelter 
fame may become involved in criminal pro- 
ceedings as the result of a ruling made by 
Judge Honoré yesterday. 

Attorneys for both sides had been hurling 
charges of insincerity and conspiracy bac 
and forth, and it was stated that the woman 
had been threatened with death if she per- 
sisted in her attempt to have the divorce an- 
nulled, when the court suddenly brought the 


“TI will continue this motion in abeyance 
for thirty days, so that counsel for Mrs. 
Guggenheim may file a bill of review and 
Mr. Guggenheim may answer, after which I 
will decide what is necessary to uphold the 
dignity of the court.” 

The court was interested in knowing who 
was responsible for Mrs. Guggenheim com- 
ing here from New York in 1901 and pro- 
curing her decree on the ground she was a 
resident of Cook county. 


Lawyer Makes Threat. 

When the court first suggested the bill of 
review Samuel Untermeyer, Guggenheitm’s 
New York lawyer, declared he would advise 
his cHent to remain in France, where he now 
is sojourning with Mrs. Aimee Steinberger 
Guggenheim, whom he marriedsubsequent to 
the divorce mentioned. 

Mr. ‘Untermeyer changed his mind later, 
and promised the court he would enter his 
personal appearance for Guggenheim. 

Both sides claim the court's ruling as a 
victory. Willlam M. Seabury of New York 
and Ald. William E. Dever, representing the 
woman, claim the bill of review will bring 
Guggenheim within the Cook County court’s 
jurisdiction, and place him in a position 
where he will be compelled to explain his 
part in the alleged fraudulent divorce, while 
Mr. Untermeyer_.and 8. C. Levinson. repre 
senting Guggenheim, assert they will show 
that the bill cannot hold, because five years 
have elapsed since the decree was entered. 

“The records will show that the Cook 
County court had absolutely no power to 
dissolve the marriage,“ said Mr. Seabury. 
The records will show that Louls Werner, 
her counsel, after an understanding with 
Mr. Untermeyer and Guggenheim, advised 
her to come to Chicago and sue on the ground 
of abandonment, but instead the suit was 
prosecuted on a statutory charge, which was 
prearranged. 


Says She Was Deceived. 

Lawyer Werner,“ continued Mr. Seabury 
“made my client believe Guggenheim was 
worth ‘about a million dollars,’ advised her 
to take $150,000 in settlement and accepted 
$12,500 from her while additional fees came 
from Guggenheim We know now that Gug- 
genheim was then worth several millions of 
dollars.“ 

Previous to her marriage to Guggenheim 
the plaintiff had been married to Capt. 
Herbert, and after the Guggenheim decree 
she betame the wife of Jules Roger Wahl, 
a minor, whose father later had that mar- 
riage annulled in France. 

Her lawyers refused either to deny or af- 
firm a report that the woman is about to 
marry an eastern man, and declared her 
signing proper releases of claim prevents her 
from claiming any more of Guggenheim’s 
estate. If she wins she will prosecute new 
divorce proceedings against Guggenheim in 
New York.

CITED BY A. A. F. 


Local Federation Says the Op- 
posing Body Is Still in 
Its Infancy. 


“TOO SMALL TO DICTATE.” 


Claim Facts Show National Or- 
ganization Is Not Qualified 
to Legislate. 


In an effort to further interest local as well 
as outside athletes in its desire to uplift 
sports of all sorts, the publicity committee 
of the Amateur Athletic federation has de- 
cided ‘to prepare three stories in which it 
proposes to set forth the issuds at stake and 
conditions of affairs in the local athletic war. 

It is believed by those looking after the in- 
terests of the so-called “outlaws” that 
a comprehensive review of conditions in 
amateur athletics, not alone locally but 
all over the United States, will aid in furthering 
the objects of the federation which was launched 
in this chty last year. 

The fret story addressed to the public by the 
publicity committee deals with The Rea! Strength 
of the A. A. U.“ The article cites the alleged 
weakness of the older body, and asserts it takes 
ite data from the handbook issued by the A. A. U. 
The article in full follows: 


Twenty States with A. A. U. ClubP 


It is said. that the strength of an. organiza- 
tion is indicated by the size of its membership, 
property holdings, and by the character of the 
work it does. If this is so, then the strength of 
the A. A. U. can be ascertained by a study of its 
handbook, which contains a list of ite members 
throughout the country. A study of the A. A. U. 
handbook reveals the following facts: 

1. There are twenty states in the union without 
a single A. A, U. club, but in all of these states 
there are Y. M. C. A.s, high schools, colleges, or 
play grounds and the like with gymnasiums and 
athletic fields. In quite a number of these twenty 
states there are well organized college and high 
school leagues and city federations. 

2. Less than two dozen individual colleges in 
the whole country are members of the A. A. U. 
There are, however, a few college leagues affiliated 
with the A, A. U., especially in the east and far 
west (California). 

J. In the forty-eight states there are less than 
200 A. A. U. athletic clubs, not counting those in 
Greater New York, Boston, Philadelphia, Wash- 
ington, D. C., New Orleans; and Chicago. In 
these six cities there are approximately 125 ath- 
letic clubs, and of this number about seventy-five 
are in Greater New York. To place the total num- 
ber of A. A. U. clubs in the United States at 400 is 
@ conservative estimate. There are, however in 
addition affiliated with the A. A. U. in the east, 
armory. and other league, such as the New York 
Public School Athietic league, which augment the 
strength of the A. A. U. considerably. The 
strength of the A. A. U. is in the near Greater New 
York and California. 


Many Not in the A. A. U. 


Over against the A. A. U. clubs in this country 
there are 542 F. M. C. A. gymnasiums alone and 
hundreds of high schools, colleges, playgrounds, 
settlements, and the like with gymnasiums and 
athletic fields. There may possibly be 100 athletic 
clubs in the United States with well equipped 
gymnasiums or athletic fields, but this is doubtful. 

4. In the central west we find the following 
facts: Outside of Cook county, in the seven states 
including and immediately adjoining IIlinois, there 
are about fifteen A. A. U. clubs (one of these is a 
. M. C. A.), while In this territory there are hun- 
dreds of gymnasiums and many athletic fields be- 
longing to educational! institutions, T. M. C. A.'s, 
turners, churches, settlements, and playgrounds. 

8. A study of Cook county reveals the fact 
that the A. A. U clubs are greatly outnumbered. 
The organizations in the amateur athletic feder- 
ation are composed of the following units: Play- 
grounds, 15; bible class organizations, 170; high 
schools, 21; settlements. 8; and T. M. C. A.’s, & 
The A. A. U. has possibly eight gymnasiums and 
twenty-five clubs in Cook county.

December-May Spread Narrows. 

One feature of the trdde was the narrowing 
of the spread between December and May, 
the difference at the close being Mc.

The total number of deaths from all forms 
of tuberculosis returned in 1908 was 78,280, 
exceeding those of any previous year of reg- 

 {etration, but the death rate 100,000 for 
1908 is considerably less than that for 1907. 
In all registration states the deaths from 
tuberculosis showed a decline, except in Colo- 
rado, Rhode Island, and Vermont. 

Bach of the following causes was respon- 
sible for at least 5,000 deaths of male bread- 
winners during the year: Typhoid fever, 
tuberculosis of lungs, cancer, apoplexy and 
paralysis, heart disease, pneumonia, Bright's 
disease, suicide, accident. The total number 
of deathe of employed persons from all these 
causes was, for males, 138,259, and for fe- 
males, 17,434. Of the deaths of employed 
males, 20,483, or 15 per cent, were due to 
tuberculosis of the lungs, and of the employed 
females, 5.511, or 21 per cent, were due to the 
same cause. 


Tuberculosis Kills One in Three. 
In the registration area of the United 
States during the year 1908 30.9 deaths out of 
every 100 deaths of employed males who 
died between the ages of 25 and 34 years wére 
caused by tuberculosis of the lungs, or nearly 
one death out of every three. During the 
Same age period 41.9 per cent of the book- 
keepers, clerks, and copyists, 40.1 per cent 
of the barbers and hairdressers, 40.9 per cent 
of the servants, 44.1 per cent of the boot and 
shoe makers, 49.2 per cent of the composi- 
tors, printers, and pressmen, 41.2 per cent 
of the tailors, and 25.6 per cent of the farm- 
ers who died in the registration area during 
1908 were victims of pulmonary tuberculosis. 
Among the principal causes of death were 
the following, with their rates per 100,000 
of population, for 1908 and 1907:
